These officials 
were given a title and a uniform of the organizations, but they had no duties 
in the organizations. These are so-called honorary ranks or special duty raks., 
They were mostly high ranks but it also happened that lower ranks were given 
on an honorary £ basis as in my case, for instance. 

Q Before the seizure of power,did a large proportion of career officials 
belong to the Party or the SA? 

A No, a very small part. The Weimar Constitution had the rule that the 
officials had to serve in a Party “ets certain canmmunity, and for that reason 
and from his training, the official joined the party. 

From my own observation 1 must say that the ga greater part of high 
officials rejectied National Socialism. the majority of the votes for 
National Socialism before the seizure of power probably were given by the middle 
and lower officials. 

Q What was the effect of the eeizure of power on the mifitexaxt® officials? 
First, tell me what the effect was on the career officials, and then on the 
political officials.

A This law had no great effect since it was only of a nature which affected 
the State as it developed.

Q How could the dwy of the officials to the state and his relation to 
the Party be reconciled? 

A he official owed the State absolute obedience. The State identified 
itself with the rarty and the organizations.

How this worked out in practice depended entirely on the admd@nistrative plane

A There is a law of the 28th of February, 1939, on the training and 
career of the German official. This order says that the candidate applying 
for a State position must belong to the Party or to an organization of the 
Party. Before this order came out there were numerous decrees in the individual 
precintts of the administration which urged the officials to join the organiza- 
tion so strongly that it was a equivalent to an order. As a young man beginning 
my career, I did not know a single colleage who did not belong to the Party 
or one of its branches. So far, I have spoken of direct compulsion. There 
was also imirect compulsion. 

MR. MCILWRAITH: I haven't heard anything about direct compulsion so 
far. 

DR. ASCHENAUER: We have the law, or order. 

MR. MCILWRAITH: That is legal decree, not compulsion. 
BY DR. ASCHENAUER: 

Q Is the membership, the jumiin joining of an organization to be con- 
sidered as legal compulsion? [It is absolutely necessary to describe the whole 
background of laws and decrees and then I can submit in Document | Book 325 
decrees to that effect. Was this regula ed compulsion the case in all the 
branche s? 


A The decree which I mentioned was valid for all branches of the adminis- 


ww 


tration. 
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Q What decree and laws were issued in order to establish the service 
of the officials in organizations? 

A ‘The orgmizationSthemselves had to establish the service. I know of 
no law or decree on that subject. I can only say that Rhinehardt of the 
Rtax Reich Finance Ministry established schools and every participant in the 
class had to belong to the SA. If he did not previously belong, he was auto- 
matically assigned to the local SA. 5 

Q What is meant by political judgment ? 

| A The political judgment is the opinion by a Party authority, by Party 
organizations, on the political attitude of Government officials which were 
established by law. These opinions had to be handed in when a candidate was 
called into State service. Also, when he was made a permanent employee, at 
every promotion, and when he was assigned to certain important positions. 

Q What was the effect of this political judgment? 

A It was constant pressure on the officials km who remained out of the 
party to expect a bad report.

If we eliminate the female 
students, the physically unfit and those already belonging to an organization, 
I estimate that 100,000 were left who were forced to join the organization.

In my 7 
years as an SA man, I was never asked anything which I would have 
refused to do as an honorable man. Specifically, I was never asked 
to persecute persons of a different race or a different religion, or 
commit any other acts of violence, 

MR, licILWRAITHs This is not an answer to a question, but a speech, 
Dr, Aschenauer, how many more questions have you? 

DR. ASCHENAUER: Six, at the most, 

MR, MceILWRAITH: Can they be answered Yes or No? 

DR. ASCHENAUER: Noe 

MR. McIDWRAITH: Then we will adjourn until tomorrow, 

(The Commission adjourned at 1706 hours « ) 
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
